Through  the  combined  efforts  of 
Oratorio  Choir  and  BYU-  Symph- 
ony Orchestra,  under  the  baton 
of  Dr.  Crawford  Gates;  Beeth- 
oven was  mitigated.  Yes,  mitigat- 
ed and  “mediocre-ized”  in  front  of 
hundreds  and  hundreds  of  people. 
It  happened  during  his  Ninth 
Symphony,  although  a previous 
attempt  was  made. 

The  orchestra  played  an  instru- 
mental part  • in  the  conspiracy 
when  they  missed  and  anticipat- 
ed more  than  their  share  of  Dr.

The  bowling  machine  in  the 
y Center  can  return  the  ball  in 
approximately  eight  and  one-half 
seconds  at  speeds  of  35  miles 
an  hour. 

■ BEHIND  THE  pins  is  a highly 
mechanical  process  of  which 
most  bowlers  are  unaware.  As 
the  ball  is  thrown  and  comes 
through  the  pins  it  hits  the 
cushion  in  the  back  and  trips  the 
rack  which  comes  down  as  the 
deck  lowers  and  picks  -up  the 
pins. 

The  deck  raises  and  the  rack 
sweeps  the  fallen  pins  into  the 
back  of  the  machine  (pit-carpet); 
pins  are  vibrated  into  a wheel 
which  returns  the  pins  into  the 
top  of  the  machine;  then  the 
deck  lowers  and  releases  the 
standing  pins;  the  deck  and  the 
rack  raise  at  the  same  time. 

W’HILE  THIS  process  is  going 
on  the  ball  is  picked  up  and  bul- 
leted through  the  subway  until 
it  hits  a retarder  which  slows  it 
before  it  reaches  the  ball  cluster. 

The  total  lapse  between  the 
time  the  ball  hits  the  head  pin 
and  it  is  returned  to  the  ball 
cluster  is  approximately  eight 
and  a half  seconds,  said  Jay 
Young,  head  mechanic. 

EACH  MACHINE  has  a “trou- 
ble button’’  for  the  bowler  to 
press  when  the  cycle  is  not  work- 
ing. A light  and  a bell  both  go 
on  in  the  back  until  the  trouble 
is  corrected.  A reset  button  on 
the  ball  cluster  will  take  care  of 
tripping  problems  caused  by 
lighter  balls. 

Each  machine  contains  two 
sets  cf  pins.  Every  three  or  four 
weeks  all  pins  are  “re.sted”  — re- 
moved, completely  cleaned  and 
replaced  with  another  set  of  pins. 

JAY  YOUNG,  head  mechanic, 
and  graduate  of  a four-week 
Brunswick  course,  has  the  equip- 
ment necessary  for  plugging 


and  drilling  holes  for  bowlers 
needing  alterations  on  their  balls. 

He  also  urged  students  to  keep 
all  food  and  beverages  on  the 
carpet  area  and  not  in  tlie  bowl- 
ing area  because  they  spot  and 
stain  the  wood.
